1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this appHcation after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G, 213 (Comm'r Pat.

3. Claims 12-31 are allowed and renumbered as 1-20. 

4. he following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention related to an optical mouse having different illumination setting for 
providing different level of accuracy and power with different power level. Each independent, 
inter alia, claim identifies the uniquely distinct features: 

As per claims 12: 

wherein said illumination system has a first illumination setting for providing a first level 
of accuracy in said determined displacement and a second illumination setting for providing a 
second level of accuracy that is greater than said first level of accuracy, said second illumination 
setting requiring more power than said first illumination setting. 

As per claim 18: 
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providing a first light level for providing a first level of accuracy in said determined 
displacement and a second light level for providing a second level of accuracy that is greater 
than said first level of accuracy, said second light level requiring more power than said first light 
level. 

As per claim 23: 

wherein said illumination system has a first illumination setting for providing a first level 
of accuracy in said determined displacement and a second illumination setting for providing a 
second level of accuracy that is greater than said first level of accuracy, said second illumination 
setting requiring more power than said first illumination setting. 

The closest prior art of Aden et al. (U.S Patent No. 6,172,345) and Jung et al, (US 
20020139918) show similar systems, but either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or 
render above quoted limitations obvious.
